No. 283-PTI/60.— The President hereby directs that the fol- 
lowing further amendments shall be made in the Post Office 
Savings Bank Rules, 1881, namely:— 

In the said Rules,— 

(i) in sub-rule (I) of rule 34, for the words and figures 

“An account opened on behalf of minor must, if still open, 
be closed by the person on whose behalf it was opened, on 
his attaining his majority under the Indian Majority Act, 
1875”, the following words, figures and brackets shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

“An account opened on behalf of a minor may, if still open, 
be closed by the person on whose behalf it was opened, on the 
minor’s attaining majority under the Indian Majority Act, 
1875 (9 of 1875)”. 

(ii) sub-rules (3) and (4) of rule 34 shall be omitted. 

(iii) the following rules shall be inserted after rule 34 
namely:— 

“34-A An account opened on behalf of a minor shall be 
operated upon by him alone on his attaining majority under 
the Indian Majority Act, 1875 and on his furnishing the fol- 
lowing declaration duly attested by the person who was opera- 
ting his account in addition to the declaration prescribed under 
rule 17”. 

“I further declare that I h,\e*/I shall have after the ex- 
piry of one month from the date of my attaining majority, 
no other account standing in my own name at any post office 
Savings Bank. In the event of this declaration proving false, 
I shall be liable to forfeit interest on this account from the 
date of my attaining majority to the date of closure of the 
other account”. 

# Strike out whichever is not applicable according as the 
ex-minor starts operating upon the account before or after the 
expiry of one month from the date of attaining majority. 

“34-B. An account opened on behalf of a lunatic by a mana- 
ger or guardian appointed b\ a court of law or the Super- 
intendent of a Mental Hospital, may in the event of the court 
or the Superintendent Mental Hospital subsequently declaring 
such lunatic to be sane be operated upon by the ex-lunatic 
on his furnishing the following declaration in addition to the 
declaration prescribed under rule 17”: 

“I further declare that I have*/I shall have after the expiry 
of one month, from the date of my becoming sane, no other 
account standing in my own name at any post office Savings 
Bank. In the event of this declaration proving false, I shall 
be liable to forfeit interest on this account from the date of 
my becoming sane to the date of closure of the other account”. 

* Strike out whichever is not applicable according as the 
ex-lunatic starts operating upon the account before or after 
the expiry of one month from the date of becoming sane.” 

No. 1302-PTI/60.— The President hereby directs that the 
following further amendments shall be made to the Rules 
relating to Postal Life Insurance and Endowment Assurance, 
namely:— 

In the said Rules the existing “Note” below Rule 2-A shall 
be numbered as “Note-1”, and the following shall be inserted 
thereunder as “Note 2”:— * 

“Note 2— If a member of the Defence Service is trans- 
ferred to Reserve no extra premium will be payable 
in respect of his policy during the period he conti- 
nues to be in the Reserve, the waiver of extra pre- 
miums commencing from the month following the 
transfer. During this period a member of the Reserve 
Forces, in order to keep his policy alive, must pay 
his monthly premium in cash at the post office on or 
before the 21st day of the month to which the pre- 
mium relates. If the 21st day happens to be a 
Sunday or a postal holiday, the amount should be 
paid on the next business day”.

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 15 th February 1960 

Subject:— Central Advisory Board of Museums— Reconstitu- 
tion of the— 

No. F.33-120/59-C.3 .— In supersession of the Resolution of 
the Government of India in the Ministry of Education No. F. 
33-13/55-C.3. dated the 8th February, 1956 read with that Min- 
istry notification No. F.33-39/56C3 dated 31st October, 1956, 
it is hereby resolved to set up a Board to advise the Govern 
ment of India on matters related to the reorganisation and 
development of Museums in the country and to promote closer 
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contacts between different museums and closer association of 
Government and public with the activities of different museums 
in India, as follows:— 

2. A Board to be called the ‘Central Advisory Board of 
Museums’ shall be constituted forthwith: 

■Composition 

The composition of the Board shall be as follows:— 

(i) Secretary, Ministry of Scientific Research and Cultural 
Affairs— Chairman of the Board ( ex-Officio ). 

(ii) Vice Chairman to be elected by the Board from among 

its members; 

(iii) Not more than four nominees of the Government of 
India; 

(iv) Joint Secretary/Joint Educational Adviser in-charge 

of the Cultural Wing of the Ministry of Scientific 
Research and Cultural Affairs. 

(v) Director General of Archaeology in India. 

(vi) Chairman, Lalit Kala Akademi. 

(vii) Director, National Museum New Delhi or if there is 

no Director, the senior most officer in charge of the 
museum; 

(viii) Director, Salar Jung Museum, Hyderabad, or if there 
there is no Director, * the senior most office-iti-charge 
of the museum; 

(ix) Curator, National Gallery of Modern Art, New Delhi. 

(x) Curator, Indian Museum, Calcutta, or, if there is no 

Curator, the senior most technical officer of the muse- 
um, seniority to be determined according to the 
length of service as in-charge of a Section of the 
Museum; 

(xi) Curator, Victoria Memorial Hall, Calcutta. 

(xii) Director, Prince of Wales Museum of Western India, 
Bombay. 

(xiii) All Curators of State Museums; (if there are more than 
one State Museum in a State, only one Curator nomi- 
nated by the Government of the respective State, shall 
be member of the Board). 

(xiv) Not more than three persons possessing special knowle- 

dge of museums co-opted by the Board. 

(xv) Member-Secretary, to be nominated by the Government 

of India. 

Note.— The expression ‘Curator’ wherever it is used above, 
shall include the Director or the senior most officer incharge of 
the museum by whatever designation he may be called. 

3. Term of Office 

(a) The terms of office of the members including the Vice- 
Chairman but excluding the Chairman and ex-officio members 
and the Secretary of the Board, shall be three years from the 
date of the constitution of the Board. The terms of office 
of the Chairman and Ex-officio Members shall be three years 
or for so long as they hold office by virtue of which they are 
members of the Board which ever is less. ^Secretary shall also 
hold office for a period of three years from the date of the 
constitution of the Board or during the pleasure of the Gov- 
ernment whichever is less. 

(b) Nominated members shall be eligible for renomination. 

4. Functions 

The Board shall advise the Government of India, the State 
Governments and the Museums in India on all matters per- 
taining to Museums referred to it by the authorities con-, 
cemed and shall offer advice regarding the improvement, re- 
organisation, popularisation and development of the Museums 
in India generally. 

5. Meetings 

The Board shall meet as and when considered necessary by 
the Chairman. There shall be at least one meeting in a year. 
Special meetings may be called on a requisition by at least 
one third of the members, provided that the requisition reaches 
the Secretary not less than a month before the meeing is to 
be convened and is accompanied by a clear statement of the 
business to be transacted. 

6. Notice of Meetings 

The Secretary shall send notice of a meeting, together with 
the agenda, to the members at least 15 days before the meeting. 

7. Quorum 

At least one third of the members shall be present to consti- 
tute a quorum. 

8. Standing and Ad Hoc Committees 

The Board will be at liberty to form standing or ad hoc 
Committees and will have power to appoint to an ad hoc 
committee persons who are not members of the Board but 
who possess special knowledge and experience of the problems 
which the Committee will be required to examine. 

9. Dissolution and Reconstitution 

The Board may be dissolved or re-constituted at any time 
at the discretion of the Government of India.
